The legislature is at work on a bill regulating the hand­ 
ling of stock and the charges at the Oklahoma City stockyards 
or rather a bill giving the regulation of this to the State Board 
of Agriculture. V\ bile generally we believe business should not 
be hampered by too much interference by officials, it is some­ 
times neces.sary to take a hand, and relief from the exhorbi- 
tant charges made for handling stock at the stockyards is 
badly needed. 
Mack Fleming, member of the firm of Norman & Flem­ 
ing of Maxwell, says the handling of a car of hogs or cattle 
at the stockyards amounts to more than the freight from 
Pontotoc county. In fact, Mack says the railroad is the only 
agency which earns the money. The charges made for the 
pens, the feed and the care of the stock are entirely too high, 
judging from prices of other things. 
If the legislature can pass this law so as not to conflict 
with the authority of the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
and relief can be obtained, it will have done a mighty good 
deed for the grower, feeder and shipper of hogs, cattle and 
sheep.

A PACKING PLANT 
Apparently we are to have a creamery in Ada within 
the next few months. This will provide an outlet for all the 
dair>’ products here at any time, and will mean the addition 
of many cows and hogs to the farms of this country, resulting, 
w’e hope, in more profits to the tillers of the soil. 
As a corollarj- to the creamery, 'we need a small packing 
plant to handle the hogs and beef cattle produced here. There 
is such a plant at Shawnee and our information is that it not 
only has made good profits over a period of years, but that 
it actually pays more for the livestock and sells the products 
for less than the big packers in Oklahoma City. 
Some hog men in this county have sold to* the Shawnee 
plant, driving to Shawnee to deliver. They insist they would 
much prefer to bring the hogs to Ada, as the haul would be 
shorter and Ada is the natural rading point. 
Who Mill start this enterprise? We suggest that some of 
Qur market men look into the matter.

of its non-inflammabLlity. Many air 
disasters due to the ignition of gas 
bags could have been avoided, it is 
said, if helium gas had been used. 
In its new liquified state helium 
will be particularly valuable in re­ 
frigeration.

C. McClellan, of the University of 
Toronto, has discovered* a process 
for liquifying helium gas. The new 
discovery, it is said, will open up 
big possibilities for the gas in the 
industrial field. 
6c r obxdfkt ?cofGe LmHTH HTHH 
Helium is a non-combustible gas 
which is nearly as light as hydro­ 
gen gas and can be used as a sub­ 
stitute for it. Its principal use up 
to the present tim e has been as a 
filling 
for dirigible 
balloons and 
other lighter than air craft, because 
of its non-inflam m ability. Many air 
disasters due to the ignition of gas 
bag* could have been avoided, it is 
said, if helium gas had been used. 
In its new liquified state helium 
will be particularly valuable in re­ 
frigeration, 
since 
its 
tem perature 
reaches within, one degree of abso­ 
lute zero. This property of extreme 
tem perature will also make the li­ 
quified gas especially useful 
in 
scientific research, acording to Pro­ 
fessor M o d e r n . 
The value of helium as a com­ 
mercial product is enhanced by its 
com parative scarcity. * The United 
States and Canada 
are 
the only 
countries in w’hich it is found. D ur­ 
ing the war the United States took 
steps to extract and conserve its 
helium gas, and since the w ar it has 
prohibited its export from the coun­ 
try. Canada's source of helium is 
located at Bow Island, near Cal­ 
gary, Alta. This field* is said to be 
the largest in existance.
